D.WTON, O., Aug. 25.—The Demo 
cratic state conveution yesterday nomi* 
uated therfollowing ticket: 
Secretà ry of state, Upton K. Guthrey 
of Marion. 
J udge of supreme court, Hugh G. 
Nichols of Clermont. 
Clerk of supreme court, David S. 
Fisher of Delaware county. 
Food and dairy commissioner, J ohn 
Baker of Hancock. 
Member of the board of public works, 
T. Dwight U'aul of Summit county. 
The convention adjourned alwut 5 
p. in., after h» ing in continuous session 
all day. There were no incidents of 
special interest after the contest be­ 
tween J oseph P. Dowling and Allen Ü. 
Myers had been declared a draw in the 
interest of harmony. 
The effort to get a new plan of party 
organisation in Ohio failed of final 
adoption, but it was given another 
chance by such reference as will bring 
it up nex t year. The new organization 
seems to satisfy those working for the 
nomination of Paul J . Sorg for gov­ 
ernor nex t year and not displeasing to 
the McLean, Brice or other elements, 
and the campaign this year will be 
made on the Hanna issue and nex t year 
on Senator Foraker for not taking steî>8 
against Hanna. 
While the resolutions 
do not favor unlimited colonial ex ­ 
pansion. General Findley, chairman of 
the convention, said the platform meant 
to ex pand by th» consent of those to be 
governed. 
The most decisive feature 
of the convention was its preference for 
Bryan in 19 00 on the same platform as 
in 189 6. 
Tne convention assembled at about 11 
a. m., at 
the Fairview Casino, a 
huburban snmmer resort. 
The attend­ 
ance of delegates was not as large as 
usual, but the factional fighting was 
more bitter than usual. 
Fw two days 
the factions headed respectively by 
J oseph H. Dowling and Allen O. Myers 
had contended- tor control of the con­ 
vention, the State committee and the 
whole party organization, 
At the dis­ 
trict meetings Tuesday and at the com­ 
mittee meetings Tuesday night the 
tighting got beyond harsh words. It 
was ex pected that the factions would 
light on the iioor of the convention and 
a large crowd of visitors assembled to 
witness the ex hibition. The conven­ 
tion was called to order by W. W. Dur­ 
bin, chairman of the state committee, 
who briefly reviewed the work of last 
campaign. 
Prayer was offered Rev. E. 
E. Baker, when the following temporary 
organization was annonnoed: 
Chair- 
man. J udge Allan Smalley; æcretary, 
Colonel W. A. Taylor; assistant secre­ 
tary, Martin J . Burke; sergeant-at- 
arms, L. D. Abell; assistant sergeant-at- 
arms, Bryon Bowers. 
J udge 
bmaliey made 
a 
lengthy 
speech. 
Congressman J ohn J . Lentz, on tak­ 
ing the chair as permanent chairman, 
spoke at such length on national issues 
so that the convention did not get to 
business till toward evening. 
Those holding minority reports on 
credentials were induced not to present 
them, and the majority report was 
adopted without the ex pected 
row. 
There was also a compromise yesterday 
in the organization of the new state 
central committee, with William S. 
Thomas as chairman -and Harry W. 
Wiison for secretary. 
Wilson had been 
the anti-Dowling candidate for chair­ 
man. The committee on rules pre­ 
sented an elaborate plan of party or­ 
ganization, which had recently been 
prepared. This new plan of party or­ 
ganization was started at the J ackson 
banquet last J anuary, but a substitute 
was presented. 
After a long discus­ 
sion, referred back for report at the 
nex t state convention. 
The r^lutions adopted reafldrmed 
the Chicago i^tf(x rm and said: **We 
particularly endorse the financial plank 
therein declaring for the free and un­ 
limited coinage of sUver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 independent of any and 
all other nations. 
We are proud of the 
patriotic conduct in peace and war of 
that brave leader of Democrfwjy, Will­ 
iam J . Bryan, and we favor his renomi­ 
nation for president in 19 00.’* 
The platform favors an income tax 
and thiinks the minority in congress for 
seeking to secure “ a just distribution of 
the war tax ation equally upon the 
wealth and corporations of the country 
as well as upon its labor. ” 
“ We recognize the eternal truth that 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
is thenatui’ai and inalienable heritage of 
all luaukind and since the hand of des­ 
potism has been lifted from the island 
of Culm, dominated by Spain, we should 
afford its inhabitants an untrammelcd 
opportunity to establish a free and inde­

The resolutions favor the building of 
the Nicaragua canal, enlarging the 
militia of a'l states and reducing the 
standing ariny and oppose alliance with 
England or any other foreign power 
and demand that the United Stato.s 
senate take action upon the findings of 
the Ohio sen ate on the election of Mar­ 
cus A. Haima as senator. 
J udge bmaLiey saiu in pai^: 
Democratic republicanism as taught by the 
revolutionary fathers has swept every throne 
Iruin North and South America and has 
wrought moiv changes in a single century for 
the political and social welfare of mankind 
than m onaraiies have accomplished in 3.UUÜ 
yeai^.

Capital has no rights, natural or 
otherwise, to require labor to fall down and 
worship It. Let labor and capital in concert 
sing the Golden Rule with the good old fash­ 
ioned 16 to 1 silvery accompaniment, and all 
of our hilltops will soon be crowned with 
golden music anc* our vedleys and plains be 
flooded with silvery song. 
TriLsts and combines intended to forestall 
markets and thereby rob the people under 
color of law should be declared outlaws by 
statute, 80 that on application of any injured 
party the property of such trusts might be 
placed in the hands of a receiver to right the 
wrongs upon which they had fattened. And 
these cunningly devised trust schemes to rob 
the people suould be utilized to benefit all by 
their peculiar powers of oo-operation and 
make the very many beneficiaries instead of 
the very few. 
And if the rapacity of the 
trusts cannot be curbed aud controlled by our 
present 
legislative and judicial establish­ 
ments the great sovereign people will achieve 
for righteousness and justice a bloodless revo­ 
lution by means uf the initiative and refer­ 
endum. 
The grand old Democratic party has stood 
m anfully by the administrati<m in our war 
with Spain, but. at the same time, we com­ 
mend oar repiesentatives in congress for the 
resistance they made to the war revenue 
measure.

TO LEAVE PORTO RICO. 


PreparatiouH K« ing Made to Send Some 
Troop« H om e—Brooke to Oo 
to San » fuan. 


Po.NCE, Porto Rico, Aug. 25.—The 
coasting 8ch» K)uer Dolores, flying the 
Spauisii flag, entered the harbor yester­ 
day morning. 
Her captain was » iicer- 
taiu whether a state of peace or war ex ­ 
isted, but decided to take his chances. 
Tiie Dolores was not molested. 
The Alamo, with supplies and cloth­ 
ing for General Henry’s men, sailed for 
Arecibo. on the north coast of Porto 
Kico, yeaterdav morning, 
General Brooke is still awaiting his 
credentials. 
On their arrival he will immediately 
leave for San J uan, a troop of the Six th 
regular cavalry acting as escort. 
Preparations are being made for the 
emoarkation of the volunteers and cav­ 
alry ordered home. 
The cavalry include Trooj» A and C 
of New York and the following Penn- 
eylvauia troops: The Philadelphia City 
troop, the Sheridan troop and the Gov­ 
ernor’s troop. Tfieao are concentrated 
here and at Gnauica, and will probably 
sail on the transport Misnssippi in the 
course of a few days.

SOLDIERS REACHED SPAIN. 


F irst Ship From Santiagu A rrived—Th« 
Qneen Sent a M essage to 


the Troops. 


OoRUNNA, Spain, Aug. 25.—The Span- 
ifh steamer Alicante, with the first of 
Spain's repatriated soldiers who ar­ 
rived from Santiago de Onba, reached 
here yesterday. 
Enormons crowds gathered on the 
quays. 
All the military and civil anthoritiea 
were present. 
Some of the sick vrill to taken to the 
Osa 
Lazaretto, where they will be 
quarantined. Others will be kept five 
days in hospital ships before they are 
dispatched to their homes. 
Those who 
are in good health will be promptly dis­ 
embarked. 
The qneen regent sent a message to 
the troops on board the Alicante, con­ 
gratulating them upon their conduct in 
the field, and saying that she proposed 
to be the first to welcome them home. 
The reading of the dispatch was re­ 
ceived with great enthnsiasm. 
There was no yellow fever on board, 
though 60 died of other diseases during 
the voyage.

W.Ai-Hi.VGTON, Aug. 25.—The repre­ 
sentatives of the Onliaus in the United 
States are still making every effort to 
secure the disbandment of the Cuban 
forces and acquiescence in the policy of 
the United ¡States in Cuba, 
Letters are 
being sent and arguments made to the 
Cuban leaders pointing out that the in­ 
terests of the Cabans lie in co-operation 
with the United States anthoritie.s. 
little or no information has been re­ 
ceived as to what effect these represen­ 
tations will have upon the leaders iu 
Cuba, but it is believed that amicable 
relations can be brought about when 
the Cubans are persuaded that it is to 
thtur interest to accept the situation as 
the protiiool leaves it. 
N ew York , Aug. 25 .— The following 
report irom General Garcia was le- 
ceived at the Cuban junta yesterday. 
The report was addressed to President 
T. Estrada Palma: 
“ G ibara , Aug. 3.— On the 16th of 
J uly 1 held the last conference with 
the American, General Shafter. 
He 
informed me that the American troops 
had captured Santiago de Cuba. 
Aware 
that my troops were no longer needed 
in that vicinity, while they were needed 
very much in other places stiU occupied 
by the enemy, I so informed General 
Shafter. 
He asked me to delay uw de­ 
parture two or three days, which 1 did, 
starting on the 20th, toward Holguin 
by way of J iguani. 
I am at present 
with my general headquarters in the 
town of Gibara, where I arrived on the 
30th of J uly. 
“ Oil t le 2Hth, while encamped in San 
Pedro Cac(x :um, I learned that General 
Lmpie had evacuated tliis town, and 
that General Luis de Feria, with the 
troops under him, had cx icupied it. The 
Spanish lelt iu the hospitals over 600 
sick and wounded, whom I have pro­ 
vided v’lth beef. 
“ Tliere is perfect ordei in the town; 


2i(*w municipal authorities have been 
elected and everything i.s working regu­ 
larly . 
Th e United States steamsiiip 
Nash v ille wa.s m the harbor when I en- 
tei(*d. 
1 rcsiuestcd its commander to 
ask h is government to o[K‘n this port to 
fondgn c*ommerce, or with the Uuited 
States at least, for there is great sctarcity 
of 
provisions. The Spaniards 
took 
everything they could. General Ln<iue 
is in Holgaiu with 12,000 men and 24 
caiiiion. and I am trying to force him 
out. although I can only count on 4,0(X) 
men and four oanuou with which to 
fight him. 
Volunteers and guerrillas 
are daily joining us. 
About 1,500 have 
already joined us, and if it continnes 
the Spanish army will soon be dis­ 
solved. 
“ Mayari, Pray Benite, J umrio and 
J audiaga are garrisoned by our army. 
The first of these towns was evacuated 
on J uly 22, leaving 100 sick and wound­ 
ed that we are caring for in the hospi­ 
tals. 
When the Spaniards left Mayari 
we defeated them, capturing their con­ 
voy, consisting of 
300 riniBS, 
150,000 
Remington and Manser oaitrtdges, two 
cannon, with ammnnition for them, 
and provisions and clothing. They suf­ 
fered severe losses, not many arriving 
at Holguin. 
“ 1 have received propositions for the 
surrender of Manzanillo under condi­ 
tions which I have refused to accept. 
Very .soon all mv department will be 
free from the dominion of Spain. 
“ C alix to G arcia . ” 


DAVIS SAW M’KINLEY. 


One M em ber o f the Penee Coum fM lon 
C ooferrrd W ith the President. 


Lnter Tnlked to D nj. 


W asuin o t o n , Aug. 25,—Senator Onsh- 
man K. Davis, chairman of the senate 
oommittee on foreign relations and se­ 
lected as a member of the commisffion 
to negotiate terms of peace with Spain, 
arrived in Washington yesterday. 
He 
went to the White House very soon 
after his arrival and remained with the 
president for an hour. 
The conference 
was of a preliminary character and was 
devoted largely to the great question 
which Che administration will have to 
settle of control of the Philippines. 
Afterward Senator Davis went to the 
state department and saw Secretary 
Day, who is also to be a member of the 
peace commission.

The convention adjourned about 5 
p. rn., after b in g in continuous session 
all day. There were no incidents of 
special interest after the contest be­ 
tween Joseph P. Dowling and Allen O. 
Myers had been declared a draw in the 
interest of harmony. 
The effort to get a new plan of party 
organization in Ohio failed of final 
adoption, hut it was given another 
chance by such reference as will bring 
it up next year. The new organization 
seems to satisfy those working for the 
nomination of Paul J. Borg for gov­ 
ernor next year and not displeasing to 
the McLean, Brice or other elements, 
and the campaign this year will be 
made on the Henna issue and next year 
on Senator Foraker for not taking steps 
against H^nna- 
While the resolutions 
do not favor unlimited colonial ex­ 
pansion, General Findley, chairman of 
the convention, said the platform meant 
to expand by th#, consent of those to be 
governed. 
The most decisive feature 
of the convention was its preference for 
Bryan in 1900 on the same platform as 
in 1896. 
Tne convention assembled at about l l 
a. rn., at 
the Fairview Casino, a 
.suburban summer resort. The attend­ 
ance of delegates was not aa large as 
usual, but the factional fighting was 
more bitter than usual. For tyro days 
the factions headed respectively by 
.Joseph H. Dowling and Allen O. Myers 
bad contended; for control of the con­ 
vention, the State committee and the 
whole party organization, 
At the dis­ 
trict meetings Tuesday and at the com­ 
mittee meetings Tuesday night the 
fighting got beyond harsh words. It 
was expected that the factions would 
tight on the floor of the convention and 
a large crowd of visitors assembled to 
witness the exhibition. The conven­ 
tion was called to order by W. W. Dur­ 
bin, chairman of the state committee, 
who briefly reviewed the work of last 
campaign. 
Prayer was offered Rev. E. 
E. Baker, when the following temporary 
organization was announced: 
Chair­ 
man, Judge Allan Smalley; secretary, 
Colonel W. A. Taylor; assistant secre­ 
tary, Martin J. Burke; sergeant-at 
arms, L. D. Abell; assistant sergeant-at 
arms, Bryon Bowers.

speech. 
Congressman John J. Lentz, on tak 
ing the chair as permanent chairman 
spoke at such length on national issues 
so that the convention did not get to 
business till toward evening. 
Those holding minority reports on 
credentials were induced not to present 
them, and the majority report was 
adopted without the expected 
row. 
There was also a compromise yesterday 
in the organization of the new state 
central committee, with William S. 
Thomas as chairman and Harry W. 
Wilson for secretary. 
Wilson had been 
the anti-Dowling candidate for chair­ 
man. The committee on roles pre­ 
sented an elaborate plan of party or­ 
ganization, which had recently been 
prepared. This new plan of party or­ 
ganization was started at the Jackson 
banquet last January, but a substitute 
was presented. After a long discus­ 
sion, referred hack for report at the 
next state convention. 
The resolutions adopted reaffirmed 
the Chicago platform and said: “ We 
particularly endorse the financial plank 
therein declaring for the free and un­ 
limited coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to I independent of any and 
all other nations.

TO L E A V E PORTO RICO. 


Preparations Being Made to Send Some 
Troops Home—Brooke to Go 
to San Juan. 


P once, Porto Rico, Aug. 25.—The 
coasting schooner Dolores, flying the 
Spanish flag, entered the harbor yester­ 
day morning. 
Her captain was Uncer­ 
tain whether a state of peace or war ex­ 
isted, but decided to take his chances. 
The Dolores was not molested. 
The Alamo, with supplies aud cloth­ 
ing for General Henry’s men, sailed for 
Arecibo, on the north coast of Porto 
Rico, yesterday morning, 
General Brooke is still awaiting his 
credentials. 
On their arrival he will immediately 
leave for San Juan, a troop of the Sixth 
regular cavalry acting as escort. 
Preparations are being made for the 
embarkation of the volunteers and cav­ 
alry ordered home. 
The cavalry include Troops A and O 
of New York and the following Penn­ 
sylvania troops: The Philadelphia City 
troop, the Sheridan troop and the Gov­ 
ernor’s troop. These are concentrated 
here and at Gnanica, and will probably 
sail on the transport Mississippi in the 
course of a few days.

First Ship From Santiago Arrived—The 
Queen Sent a Meseage to 
the Troop*. 


informed me that the American troops 
had captured Santiago de Cuba. 
Aware 
that my troops were no longer needed 
in that vicinity, while they were needed 
very much in other plaoes still occupied 
by the enemy, I so informed General 
Shafter. He asked me to delay my de­ 
parture two or three days, which I did, 
starting on the 20th, toward Holgnin 
by way of Jignani. I am at present 
with my general headquarters in the 
town of Gibara, where I arrived on the 
80th of July. 
“ On Me 29th, while encamped in San 
Pedro Cacocum, I learned that General 
Luqne had evacuated this town, and 
that General Luis de Feria, with the 
troops under him, had occupied it. The 
Spanish Ie it in the hospitals over 600 
sick and wounded, whom I have pro­ 
ve led with beef. 
“There is perfect ordei in the town: 
new municipal authorities have been 
elected and everything is working regu­ 
larly. 
The United States steamship 
Nashville was in the harbor when I en­ 
tered. 
I requested its commander to 
ask his government to open this port to 
foreign commerce, or with the u uited 
States at least, for there is great scarcity 
of 
provisions. The Spaniards 
took 
everything they could. General Luque 
is in Holgnin with 12,000 men aud 24 
caution, and I am trying to force him 
out, although I can only count on 4,000 
men aud four cannon with which to 
fight him. Volunteers and guerrillas 
are daily joining us. 
About 1,500 have 
already joined us, and if it continues 
the Spanish army will soon be dis­ 
solved. 
‘Mayari, Fray Benito, Jururio and 
Jandiaga are garrisoned by oar army. 
The first of these towns was evacuated 
on July 22, leaving IOO sick and wound­ 
ed that we are caring for in the hospi­ 
tals. 
When the Spaniards left Mayari 
we defeated them, capturing their con­ 
voy, consisting of 800 rifles, 150,000 
Remington and Manser cartridges, two 
cannon, with ammunition for them, 
aud provisions and clothing. They suf­ 
fered severe losses, not many arriving 
at Holguin. 
‘I have reoeived propositions for the 
surrender of Manzanillo nuder condi­ 
tions which I have refused to accept. 
Very noon all my department will bd 
free from the dominion of Spain.

W ashington, Aug. 25.—It has just 
developed that the Haitian government 
in its recent refusal to permit the estab­ 
lishment of a United States weather 
bureau station there based its action on 
a suspicion that che United States in­ 
tended it as an initiative In territorial 
acquisition on that island. While al­ 
wite I most all of the governments negotiated 
He I with cheerfully co-operated in the move­ 
ment for extension of our weather ser­ 
vice Haiti absolutely refused. The re­ 
sult was instructions of the most post* 
rive character, refusing to allow any 
word of our weather warnings in any 
shape to reach that country.

Corunna, Spain, Aug. 25.—The Span­ 
ish steamer Alicante, with the first of 
Spain's repatriated soldiers who ar­ 
rived from Santiago de Cuba, reached 
here yesterday. 
Enormous crowds gathered on the 
quays. 
All the military and civil authorities 
were present. 
Some of the sick will be taken to the 
Osa 
Lazaretto, where they will be 
quarantined. 
Others will be kept five 
days in hospital ships before they are 
dispatched to their homes. Those who 
are in good health will be promptly dis­ 
embarked. 
The queen regent sent a message to 
the troops cm board the Alicante, con­ 
gratulating them upon their conduct in 
the field, and saying teat she proposed 
to be the first to welcome them home.

W ashington, Aug. 25.—Senator Cush­ 
man K. Davis, chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign relations and se­ 
lected as a member of the commission 
to negotiate terms of peace with Spain, 
arrived in Washington yesterday.

went to the White House very soon 
after his arrival and remained with the 
president for an hour. 
The conference

Afterward Senator Davis went to tee 
state department and saw Secretary 
Day, who is also to be a member of the 
peace commission.

SOLDIERS REACHED SPAIN. 


F irst Ship From Santiago A rrived—The 
Queen Sent a M enage to 
the Troops. 


Co r u n n a, Spain, Aug. 25.—The Span 
toh steamer Alicante, with the first of 
Spain's repatriated soldiers who ar­ 
rived from Santiago de Cuba, reached 
here yesterday.

the protocol leaves it. 
N e w Y o r k , Aug. 25.— The following 
report I rom General 
Garcia was re­ 
ceived at the Cuban junta yesterday. 
The report was addressed to President 
T. Estrada Palma: 
“ G i b a r a , Aug. 8.—On the 16th of 
July I held the last conference with 
the' American, General Shafter. 
He 
informed me that the American troops 
had captured Santiago de Caba. 
Aware 
that my troops were no longer needed 
in that vicinity, while they were needed 
very much m other places still occupied 
by the enemy, I so informed General 
Shafter. 
He asked me to delay my de­ 
parture two or three days, which I did, 
starting on the 20th, toward Holgnin 
by way of Jiguani. 
I am at present 
with my general headquarters in the 
town of Gibara, where I arrived on the 
80th of July. 
“On t ie 29th, while encamped in San 
Pedro Cacocum, I learned that General 
Lnque had evacuated this town, and 
that General Luis de Feria, with the 
troops under him, had occupied it. The 
Spanish lait iu the hospitals over 600 
sick and wounded, whom I have pro­ 
vided with beef. 
“There is perfect ordei in the town; 
new municipal authorities have been 
elected and everything is working regu­ 
larly. 
The United States steamship 
Nashville was in the harbor when I en­ 
tered. 
I requested its commander to 
ask his government to open this port to 
foreign commerce, or with the Uuited 
Stales at least, for there is great scarcity 
of 
provisions. 
The Spaniards 
took 
everything they could. 
General Luque 
is in Holguin with 12,000 men aud 24 
camion, and I am trying to force him 
out, although I can only count on 4,000 
men ami four cannon with which to 
fight him. 
Volunteers and guerrillas 
are daily joining us. 
About 1,500 have 
already joined us, and if it continues 
the Spanish army will soon be dis­ 
solved. 
“Mayan, Fray Benito, Jurnrio and 
Jaudiaga are garrisoned by oar army. 
The first of these towns was evacuated 
on July 22, leaving IOO sick and wound­ 
ed that we are caring for in the hospi­ 
tals. 
When the Spaniards left Mayan 
we defeated them, capturing their con­ 
voy, consisting of 800 rifles, 150,000 
Remington and Manser cartridges, two 
cannon, with ammunition for them, 
and provisions and clothing. They suf­ 
fered severe losses, not many arriving 
at Holguin. 
“I have received propositions for the 
surrender of Manzanillo under condi­ 
tions which I have refused to accept. 
Very soon all my department will be i 
free from the dominion of Spain.

ing of the national relief coromission 
y eeterday John H. Conv erse, president, 
in the chair, quite an amount of busi­ 
ness was transacted. There were pres­ 
ent in addition to the members of the 
commission, Gov ernor Hastings, Mr. 
Martin, secretary of state, and £ . W. 
Patton, chairman of Philadelphia select 
conncil. 
The commission resolv ed to send a 
fully equipped hospital train, consisting 
of ten cars, prov ided with surgeons, 
nurses and medical supplies, at once to 
the camps at Chickamauga, Alger and 
those in Florida, to bring home the 
Pennsy lv ania troops who are sick. 
Report was receiv ed from Mr. Robert 
0. Ogden of New York city that ar­ 
rangements had been entirely perfected 
with J. P. Morgan & Oo. and the v ari­ 
ous newspapers of that city to repre­ 
sent and aid the commission for raising 
funds for the increased and sudden de­ 
mand that had been made owing to the 
great amount of sickness in the v arious 
camps. 
Communication was receiv ed from 
the surgeon general of the army , re­ 
questing that the general secretary 
v isit him at once in Washington rela­ 
tiv e to work which was ordered by the 
committee. Mr. Joshua L. Bailey was 
requested to v isit the camp at Middle­ 
town, Pft. 
A letter was receiv ed from General 
Wheeler, in oommaud at Montauk, de­ 
tailing further the needs and the sick­ 
ness that existed at that point and the 
secretary was instructed to v isit Mon- 
tank as quickly as possible after his 
v isit to Washington. 
Supplies were ordered to be sent to 
the camp hospital at Dun Loring and to 
the hospital at Fernandina and to that 
of Key West. 
The treasurer reported that the in­ 
creased and gr« it demands arising from 
the sickness bad almost entirely de­ 
pleted the treasury and the finance com­ 
mittee resolv ed to make a special effort 
to place before the public the great need 
of our sick soldiers at the present time, 
and also to inform the public that the 
commission was now undertaking to 
deliv er them to their homes comfortably 
and as quickly as possible.

N ew Y ork, Aug. 26.—Secretary Al­ 
ger arrived at Camp Wikoff, Montauk 
Point, yesterday on a special train. To 
the newspaper correspondents Secretary 
Alger stated that he hoped to make a 
thorough inspection as possible of the 
camp in the length of time he had at his 
disposal. He rode with the army offi­ 
cers he met at the depot to headquar­ 
ters, and as soon as he was recognized 
by tile volunteers and regulars the sec­ 
retary was loudly cheered. Secretary 
Alger was especially interested in the 
condition of tile sick men and how they 
were being cared for. He intimated 
that President McKinley was much con­ 
cerned in the matter of properly caring 
for the Blok soldiers. 
It is said that Secretary Alger in­ 
formed General Wheeler that he woald 
stay in camp two or three days if neces­ 
sary to make a thorough inspection of 
everything and devise some means for 
the relief and comfort of the soldiers, 
especially those in the hospital. 
Camp W ikoff, Montauk P oint, N. 
Y., Aug. 25.—The heat of yesterday 
completely exhausted many of the sol* 
diets in camp and was responsible for 
some deaths. The following men died: 
William P. Osborne, acting quarter­ 
master, Troop C, First United States 
cavalry, typhoid fever. 
Private James Morris, Eighth United 
States infantry, malarial fever. 
Private Herbert Bong. Second In­ 
diana volunteers, dysentery. 
Private William Dugan, Company M, 
Seoond Massachusetts volunteers, dys­ 
entery. 
An unknown private died on the 
transport Arcadia. 
The report of the hospital authorities 
show there are 780 men in the general 
hospital, of whom 225 have typhoid 
fever. 
Three hundred men are in the 
detention camp. 
The transport Leona was unloading 
yesterday; 104 sick men were removed 
to the hospital. 
The Yale has on board 1,069 men of 
the Third and Twentieth regular infan­ 
try, of whom 178 are sick. There is no 
contagions disease on board. Private 
james Copeland of Company G, Twen­ 
tieth infantry, died from exhaustion 
and dysentery.

ous newspapers of that city to repre­ 
sent and aid the commission for raising 
fonds for the increased and sudden de­ 
mand that had been made owing to the 
great amount of sickness in the various 
camps. 
Communication was received from 
the surgeon general of the army, re­ 
questing that the general secretary 
visit him at once in Washington rein 
tive to work which was ordered by the 
committee. Mr. Joshua L. Bailey was 
requested to visit the camp at Middle­ 
town, Pa. 
A letter was received from General 
Wheeler, in command at Montauk, de­ 
tailing further the needs and the sick­ 
ness that existed at that point and the 
secretary was instructed to visit Mon­ 
tauk as quickly as possible after his 
visit to Washington. 
Supplies were ordered to be sent to 
the camp hospital at Dun Loring and to 
the hospital at Fernandina ana to that 
of Key west. 
The treasurer reported that the in­ 
creased and great demands arising from 
the sickness had almost entirely de* 
pleted the treasury and the finance com­ 
mittee resolved to make a special effort 
to plaoe before the public the great need 
of our sick soldiers at the present time, 
and also to inform the public that the 
commission was now undertaking to 
deliver them to their homes comfortably 
and as quickly as possible.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Aug. 25.—At a meet­ 
ing of the national relief ooxnmission 
yesterday John H. Converse, president, 
in the chair, quite an amount of busi­ 
ness was transacted. There were pres­ 
ent in addition to the members of the 
commission, Governor Hastings, Mr. 
Martin, secretary of state, and E. W. 
Patton, chairman of Philadelphia select 
conncil. 
The commission resolved to send a 
fully equipped hospital train, consisting 
of ten cars, provided with surgeons, 
nurses and medical supplies, at once to 
the camps at Chickamauga, Alger aud 
those to Florida, to bring nome the 
Pennsylvania troops who are sick. 
Report was received from Mr. Robert 
O. Ogden of New York city that ar­ 
rangements had been entirely perfected 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. and the vari­ 
ous newspapers of that city to repre­ 
sent and aid the commission for raising 
funds for the increased and sudden de­ 
mand that had been made owing to the 
great amount of sickness to the various 
camps. 
Communication was received from 
the surgeon general of toe army, re­ 
questing that toe general secretary 
visit him at once in Washington rela­ 
tive to work which was ordered by the 
committee. Mr. Joshua L. Bailey was 
requested to visit the camp at Middle­ 
town, Pa. 
A letter was received from General 
Wheeler, in command at Montauk, de­ 
tailing further the needs and the sick­ 
ness that existed at that point and the 
secretary was instructed to visit Mon­ 
tauk ss quickly as possible after his 
visit to Washington. 
Supplies were ordered to be sent to 
the camp hospital at Dun Loring and to 
the hospital at Fernandina and to that 
of Key West. 
The treasurer reported that the in­ 
creased and great demands arising from 
the sickness had almost entirely de­ 
pleted the treasury and the finance com­ 
mittee resolved to make a special effort 
to place before the public the great need 
of our sick soldiers at toe present time, 
and also to inform the public that the 
commission was now undertaking to 
deliver them to their homes comfortably 
and as quickly as possible.

C it y H a l l , G u a y a m a , P u e r t o R ic o, 
Angust 7.—When I last wrote I was 
aboard the St. Paul. The harbor in 
which we stopped, where we saw the 
Cincinnati, was Ponce on the southern 
coast. From there we proceeded along 
the coast, under escort of the Cincin­ 
nati, about 80 miles and anchored off 
the ooast. 
At Ponce we unloaded guns and other 
ordinance for General Miles’ men, and 
when we reached Arroya we received 
over Krag- Jargensens and IOO rounds of 
amunition per man. We reached Arroya 
last Tuesday at noon, and at dark were 
taken ashore in large skiffs. The Span­ 
iards had not shown themselves in Ar­ 
roya so we had no trouble in landing. 
The Third battalion had landed first so 
we didn’t get that honor. 
We camped 
that night in a deserted sugar planta­ 
tion about two miles from the enemy’s 
outposts. I cannot tell yon of every­ 
thing I saw. bnt it was a revelation to 
me. It is enough to say that Puerto 
Rico is the fairest spot on earth, as well 
as the cleanest and most healthful. 
We remained in camp until Friday 
morning. At reveille we were ordered 
to pack up,and with two days’ rations we 
started on what we supposed was a little 
reconnoitering trip, bnt the route lay 
along the road to Gnayama, two miles 
away, our company being sent oat in 
advance. 
I was detailed among the scouts and 
advanced without seeing anything until 
I came within sight of the city. The 
enemy opened fire as soon as they 
sighted us, and it is needless to say we 
hunted cover. I was on the right, half 
way up the hill, when the firing began 
whioh was directed against our left. 
From where I stood I coaid see the 
enemy quite plainly in a cocoanut grove 
and in the windows of houses in the 
edge of the town. As soon as I opened 
fire a bullet came singing over my 
head, and it made me drop and crawl 
behind a rock in quicker (time than it 
takes to tell it. I laid there and listened 
to their vicious hissing 
until 
the 
skirmish line came up, firing two more 
shots before we started to advance. The 
enemy continued to fire, principally at 
our left flank, nntil we got in the valley 
about 400 yards from town. There they 
made a dash from the place, and oc­ 
cupied the ridge of the hill about 200 
yards in front of A and B companies, 
which were together on the right. Their 
first volley went over our heads, and 
just gave us time to drop on oar faoes 
before the next. When we dropped one 
of our A company boys, O. W. Eiffel, 
was shot through both thighs. He was 
carried off the field at once, in the midst 
of the fire, and his wounds dressed. He 
will be able to join us again soon. 
We lay there with a perfect hail of 
bullets clipping the grass over our heads, 
and firing back volley after volley over 
the top of the hill for what seemed like 
eternity until the fire of the enemy 
suddenly ceased. Then we formed and 
advanced around the left to find the 
Spaniards gone and the Second and 
Third battalions just entering the town 
from the South. Old Glory was quickly 
raised over the town hall, and we pre­ 
pared to rest in the plaza. Bnt the 
ballets began to sing among us again, 
and we had to get behind the fountains 
and buildings for an expected attack. 
It was only the enemy firing into the 
towns from the hills, however, and 
when oar dynamite guns came up soon 
afterward they put two or three shots 
into them, killing two men, two horses, 
wounding several, and driving them 
panic stricken into the mountains. One 
Spaniard was killed by our men as we 
entered the town. 
I forgot to tell yon that F company 
has been transformed into a dynamite 
battery and has five guns. Each shoots 
a 38 inch shell containing four pounds 
of gelatine, one-half pound gun cotton 
and some fulminate of mercury. They 
lave to this time been of great service 
on two occasions, and will continue to 
be. Their destructive power is fright­ 
ful, throwing the Spaniards into the 
wildest disorder. 
Since A company had borne the brunt 
of the battle we were allowed to remain 


in town while the Second and Third 
battalions guarded the outskirts. 
We 
bivouacked iii the stone courtyard of 
the Spanish cathedral and 
slept in 
peace. 
The result of the fight was three 
wounded, none serious, for the Fourth, 
and three killed aud several wounded 
for the Spaniards. 
Saturday we spent wandering about 
the quaint old town. I went back over 
the battle field and hunted up my bag­ 
gage, which I had thrown away early 
in the fight. The country from Guayama 
to Arroya was strewn with baggage. 
Lightening our load and the way we 
kept close to the ground was all that 
prevented many a poor fellow losing his 
life. 
As we were about to turn in Saturday 
night orders came for A company to re­ 
lieve C company, guarding a bridge a 
mile or two north of town. 
We went 
oat and part were at once pht on guard, 
while the rest of us slept on our arms in 
the road. Nothing exciting happened 
daring 
the 
night, 
although there 
was a good bit of firing. In the morn­ 
ing we found two dead horses which 
oar men had shot, mistaking* them for 
Spaniards. 
Sunday was spent in peace although 
we were quite sure the enemy were not 
more than three miles up the road and 
where they could watch our move­ 
ments. 
Early yesterday morning, after some 
of the men had been on guard the 
greater part of two eights, and with a 
light breakfast, A and O Companies fell 
in in light marching order, without ra­ 
tions, to escort Colonel Coit on a recon­ 
noitering tour up the road for the pur­ 
pose of locating the enemy. 
We left 
about 8 o’clock, and followed the road 
ap the valley with about 80 of A Com­ 
pany and SO of C. When we arrived at 
the turn in the road afterward occu­ 
pied by the dynamiters, we got our 
first sight of the enemies* lookouts, 
about 1200 yards distant, bnt we kept 
on nevertheless. A little farther on we 
called in oor flankers, and advanced 
boldly up the road in a slightly extended 
order. Except for half a dozen look- 
oats we could see nothing of the enemy, 
and advanced without hindrance nntil 
we had passed a Calvert near a stone 
house. Here we halted while the col­ 
onel and his officers went into the honse 
to make observations. 
A Company was standing on each 
side of the road, north and eouth, and 
O was on the other side of the Calvert, 
when, without warning, about 
200 
Spaniards let loose with a terrific volley 
from their entrenchments. I can’t de­ 
scribe what followed. 
Only one man 
was hit, a C Company man shot in the 
shoulder, the ball coming out of his 
neck. 
The wound was not mortal. 
: Every one, of course, dropped at the 
first fire, and I tell yon I rooted my 
face in the mud for the next five min­ 
utes while the Spaniards emptied their 
Mansers into us. 
C Company’s captain here lost his 
head, and gave the order to retreat, bnt 
some one yelled, 'Don’t leave the ool- i 
onel,” and about 80 of us stayed while 
the rest went around the carve pell 
melt. 
The Spaniards had the range 
perfectly, and the only reason some one 
wasn’t killed was because we all laid so 
flat. 
After an eternity of time the colonel 
and officers came running down the 
road, all unharmed. At the first cul­ 
vert we paused, while the men, one at a 
time, dashed through that storm of bul­ 
lets around the curve, and threw them­ 
selves in the getter at the side of the 
road. After It is all over it seems 
ridiculous the way we ran those curves. 
I made the ran all right, and threw 
myself exhausted in the gutter 
Just 
as I raised myself on my elbow to see if 
it was time to make another dash, a 
ballet passed my face so close my hair 
stood on end. It went through the 
wrist of the man lying behind me, and 
through the left hip of the next man. I 
will acknowledge that, although I did 
not lose my head, I was scared green, as 
was everyone else. 
We helped the 
wounded men down to the next culvert 
where the colonel wanted to hunt up 
the rest of the men and make some sort 
of a fight. Bnt there was no possible 
cover, so we could do nothing more bat 
ran the gantlet around the next curve. 
The wounded could walk, so we man­ 
aged to get around in safety. At the 
next culvert the ravine was deep enongh 
to afford us shelter for a part of the way 
up over a hill to the right, along the 
crest of the hill, and we returned the 
fire until word came that seven com­ 
panies of the regiment and the dyna­ 
miters were coming to our assistance. 
As soon as they arrived and returned 
the fire we could see those cowardly 
devils run like sheep out of their en­ 
trenchments. I don't believe the Span­ 
iards got a wound. 
O ar ambulances took to the hospital 
three of O Company’s men shot in the 
shoulder, arm and le g ; three A Com­ 


pany men, one shot, one a bruised knee 
and one with both ankles sprained. 
When we got back to the bridge the 
other companies had prepared supper 
for us, and we ate like wolves. The next 
morning I could hardly move, but I am 
limbered up again and am all right now. 
Aug. ll.- I was interrupted in my 
letter being ordered on outpost duty. It 
is very trying for the nerves, but I saw 
no Spaniards and did not get a shot at 
them. We have moved camp 200 feet 
up the road to a big shed and have com­ 
fortable quarters. We have heard heavy 
firing in the mountains ahead for two 
nights, and rumor says General Wilson 
is up there taking a town. We don’t 
want to do all the fighting, bnt our boys 
would like to be over there. 
There are rumors of peace which I 
sincerely hope are true if they will first 
give us a whack at the fellows who ran 
last Monday.

D a y t o n , O., Aug. 25.— The Demo* 
cratic state convention yesterday nomi* 
nated thefollowing ticket: 
Secretary of state, Upton K. Gnthrey 
of Marion. 
Judge of supreme court, Hugh G. 
Nichols of Clermont. 
Clerk of supreme court, David S. 
Fisher of Delaware county. 
Food and dairy commissioner, John 
Baker of Hancock. 
Member of the board of public works, 
T. Dwight i ’aul of Summit county. 
The convention adjourned about 5 
p. rn., after bang in contin nous session 
all day. 
There were no incidents of 
special interest after the contest be­ 
tween Joseph P. Dowling and Allen O. 
Myers had been declared a draw in the 
interest of harmony. 
The effort to get a new plan of party 
organization in Ohio failed of iinal 
adoption, but it was given another 
chance by such reference as will bring 
it up next year. 
The new organization 
seems to satisfy those working for the 
nomination of Paul J . Sorg for gov­ 
ernor next year and not displeasing to 
the McLean, Brice or other elements, 
and the campaign this year will be 
made on the Hanna issue and next year 
on Senator Foraker for not taking steps 
against Hanua. 
While the reflations 
do not favor unlimited colonial ex­ 
pansion, General Findley, chairman of 
the convention, said the platform meant 
to expand by th* consent of those to be 
governed. 
The most decisive feature 
of the convention was its preference for 
Bryan in 1900 on the same platform as 
in 1896. 
rj ne convention assembled at about ll 
a. 
rn., at 
the 
Fairview Casino, a 
.suburban summer resort. 
The attend­ 
ance of delegate's was not as large as 
usual, but the factional fighting was 
more bitter than usual. 
For two days 
the l ac lions headed respectively 
by 
Joseph H. Dowling and Allen O. Myers 
had contended for control of the con­ 
vention, the state committee aud the 
whole party organization, 
At the dis­ 
trict meetings Tuesday and at the com­ 
mittee meetings Tuesday night the 
fighting got beyond harsh words. 
It 
was expected that the factions would 
tight on the door of the convention aud 
a large crowd of visitors assembled to 
witness the exhibition. 
The conven­ 
tion was called to order by W. W. Dur­ 
bin, chairman of the state committee, 
who briefly reviewed the work of last 
campaign. 
Prayer was offered Rev. E. 
E. Baker, when the following temporary 
organization was announced: 
Chair­ 
man, Judge Allan Smalley; secretary, 
Colonel W. A. Taylor; assistant secre­ 
tary, Martin 
J. Burke; 
sergeant-at- 
arms, L. D. Abell; assistant sergeant-al­ 
arms, Bryon Bowers. 
Judge 
binalley made 
a 
leugthy 
speech. 
Congressman John J . Lentz, on tak­ 
ing the chair as permanent chairman, 
spoke at such leugth on national issues 
so that the convention did not get to 
business till toward evening. 
Those holding minority reports on 
credentials were induced not to present 
them, and the majority report was 
adopted without the expected 
row. 
There was also a compromise yesterday 
in the organization of the new state 
central committee, with William S. 
Thomas as chairman and Harry W. 
Wilson for secretary. 
Wilson had been 
the anti-Dowling candidate fur chair* 
man. The committee on rules pre­ 
sented an elaborate plan of party or­ 
ganization, which had recently been 
prepared. 
This new plan of party or­ 
ganization. was started at the Jackson 
banquet last January, bac a substitute 
was presented. 
After a long discus­ 
sion, referred back for report at the 
next state convention. 
The resolutions adopted reaffirmed 
the Chicago platform aud said: 
“ We 
particularly endorse the financial plank 
therein declaring for the free aud un­ 
limited coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of Iff to I independent of any and 
all other nations. 
We are proud of the 
patriotic conduct in peace and war of 
that brave leader of Democracy, W ill­ 
iam J, Bryan, and we favor his renomi­ 
nation for president in 1900.” 
The platform favors an inoome tax 
and thanks the minority in congress for 
seeking to secure “a just distribution of 
the war taxation equally upon 
the 
wealth and corporations of the country 
as well as upon its labor.” 
“ We recognize the eternal truth that 
Hie, liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
is tile natural and inalienable heritage of 
all mankind and since the hand of des­ 
potism has been lifted frow the island! 
of Cuba, dominated by Spain, we should 
afford its inhabitants an untrammeled 
opport unity to establish a free aud inde­ 
pendent constitutional government, de­ 
riving its powers f rom the consent of the 
governed, and we lemind the country 
that congress in the resolutions which 
declared war, resolved ‘that the United

terests of the Cubans lie in co-operation 
with the United States authorities. 
Little or no information has been re­ 
ceived as to what effect these represen­ 
tations will have upon the leaders in 
Cuba, but it is believed that amicable 
relations eau be brought about when 
the Cubans are persuaded that it is to 
their interest to accept the situation as 
the protocol leaves it. 
N e w Y o rk , Aug. 2 5 .— The following 
report I rom General 
Garcia was le- 
ceived at the Cuban junta yesterday. 
The report was addressed to President 
T. Estrada Palma: 
“G ibara, Aug. 3.—On the 16th of 
Jnly I held the last conference with 
the American, General Shafter. 
He 
informed me that the American troops 
had captured Santiago de Cuba. 
Aware 
that my troops were no longer needed 
in that vicinity, while they were needed 
very much in other places still occupied 
by the enemy, I so informed General 
Shafter. 
He asked me to delay my de­ 
parture two or three days, which I did, 
starting on tile 20th, toward Holguin 
by way of J iguani. 
I am at present 
witn my general headquarters in the 
town of Gibara, where I arrived on the 
30th of July. 
“On t ie 29th, while encamped in Sun 
Pedro Caooonm, I learned that General 
Luque had evacuated this town, and 
that General Luis de Feria, with the 
troops under him, had occupied it. The 
Spanish lelt iii the hospitals over OOO 
sick and wounded, whom I have pro­ 
vided rn th beef. 
“There is perfect ordei in the town: 
new manic!pal authorities have been 
elected and everything is working regu­ 
larly. 
The United States steamship 
Nashville was in the harbor when I en­ 
tered. 
I requested its commander to 
ask his government to open this port to 
foreign commerce, or w ilt the United 
States at least, for there is great scarcity 
of 
provisions. 
The Spaniards 
took 
everything they could. 
General Luque 
is in Holguin with 12,000 meu and 24 
camion, ami I am trying to force him 
out, although I can only count on 4,000 
men and tour cannon with which to 
fight him. 
Volunteers aud guerrillas 
arc daily joining as. 
About 1,500 have 
already joined us, and if it continues 
the Spanish army will soon tie dis­ 
solved. 
“ Mayan, Fray Benito, Jururio and 
Jaudiaga are garrisoned by oar army. 
The first of these towns was evacuated 
on July 22, leaving IOO sick aud wound­ 
ed that we ure caring for in the hospi­ 
tals. 
Win ii the Spaniards left Mayan 
we defeated them, capturing their con­ 
voy, consisting of BOO rifles, 150,000 
Remington and Manser cartridges, two 
cannon, with ammunition for them, 
aud provisions and clothing. They suf­ 
fered severe losses, not many arriving 
at Holguiu. 
“I have received propositions for the 
surrender of Manzanillo under condi­ 
tions which I have refused to accept.

It is said that Secretary Alger in­ 
formed General Wheeler that he would 
stay in camp two or three days if neces­ 
sary to make a thorough inspection of 
everything and devise some means for 
the relief and comfort of the soldiers, 
especially those in the hospital. 
C am p W ik o f f, M o n ta u k P o in t, N . 
Y., Aug. 25.—The heat of yesterday 
completely exhausted many of the sol­ 
d ier in camp and was responsible for 
some deaths.

T reasurer R eported a Need e f Money to 
H elp Mick 
Moldier#—H ospital 
Train to Be Meat, 


P h i la d e lp h ia , Aug. 26.—At a meet­ 
ing of the national relief commission 
yesterday John H. Converse, president, 
in the chair, quite an amount of busi­ 
ness was transacted. 
There were pres­ 
ent in addition to the members of the 
commission, Governor Hastings, Mr. 
Martin, secretary of state, and E. W. 
Patton, chairman of Philadelphia select 
council. 
The commission resolved to send a 
fully equipped hospital train, consisting 
of ten cars, provided with surgeons, 
nurses and medical supplies, at once to 
the camps at Chickamauga, Alger and 
those in Florida, to bring nome the 
Pennsylvania troops who are sick. 
Report was received from Mr. Robert 
0. Ogden of New York city that ar­ 
rangements had been entirely perfected 
with J. P. Morgan A Co. and the vari­ 
ous newspapers of that city to repre­ 
sent and aid the commission for raising 
funds for the increased and sudden de­ 
mand that had been made owing to the 
great amount of sickness in the various 
camps. 
Communication was received from 
the surgeon general of the army, re­ 
questing that the general secretary 
visit him at once in Washington rela­ 
tive to work which was ordered by the 
committee. Mr. Joshua L. Bailey was 
requested to visit the camp at Middle­ 
town, Pa. 
A letter was received from General 
Wheeler, in command at Montauk, de­ 
tailing further the needs and the sick­ 
ness that existed at that point and the 
secretary was instructed to visit Mon­ 
tauk as* quickly as possible after his 
visit to Washington. 
Supplies were ordered to he sent to 
the camp hospital at Don Loring aud to 
the Hospital at Fernandina and to that 
of Key west. 
The treasurer reported that the in­ 
creased aud great demands arising from 
the sickness had almost entirely de­ 
pleted the treasury and the ti nan co com­ 
mittee resolved to m ak e a special effort 
to place before the public the great need 
of our sick soldiers at tne present time, 
and also to iuform the public that the 
commission was now undertaking to 
deliver them to their homes comfortably 
aud as quickly as possible.

DAN IN BATTLE 


Plucky Private Webster Hid Be­ 
hind a Rock, 


BUT STOOD BY HIS COLONEL

C it y H a l l, Q ua ya m a, P u e r t o R ic o , 
Angust 7.—When I last wrote I was 
aboard the 8t. Paul. 
The harbor in 
which we stopped, where we saw the 
Cincinnati, was Ponce on the southern 
coast. 
From there we proceeded along 
the coast, under escort of the Cincin­ 
nati, about 80 miles and anchored off 
the coast. 
At Ponce we unloaded guns and other 
ordinance for General Miles’ men, and 
when we reached Arroya we received 
over Krag-Jargensens and IOO rounds of 
amunition per man. We reached Arroya 
last Tuesday at noon, and at dark were 
taken ashore in large skiffs. 
The Span­ 
iards had not shown themselves in Ar­ 
roya so we had no trouble in landing. 
The Third battalion had landed first so 
we didn’t get that honor. 
We camped 
that night in a deserted sugar planta­ 
tion about two miles from the enemy ’s 
outposts. 
I cannot tell you of every­ 
thing I saw, but it was a revelation to 
me. 
It is enough to say that Puerto 
Rico is the rairest spot on earth, as well 
as the cleanest and most healthful. 
We remained in camp until Friday 
morning. 
At reveille we were ordered 
to pack up,and with two days’ rations we 
started on what we supposed was a little 
reconnoitering trip, but the route lay 
along the road to Guayama, two miles 
away, our company being sent oat in 
advance. 
I was detailed among the scouts and 
advanced without seeing anything until 
I came within sight of the city. The 
enemy opened fire as soon as they 
sighted us. and it is needless to say we 
hunted cover. I was on the right, half 
way up the hill, when the firing began 
which was directed against our left. 
From where I stood I could see the 
enemy quite plainly in a coco an u t grove 
and in the windows of houses in the 
edge of the town. 
As soon as I opened 
fire a bullet came singing over mv 
head, and it made me drop and crawl 
behind a rock in quicker |time than it 
takes to tell it. I laid there and listened 
to their vicious hissing 
until 
the 
skirmish line came up, firing two more 
shots before we started to advance. The 
enemy continued to fire, principally at 
our left flank, until we got in the valley 
about 400 yards from town. There they 
made a dash from the place, and oc­ 
cupied the ridge of the hill abeut 200 
yards in front of A and B companies, 
which were together on the right. Their 
first volley went over our heads, and 
just gave us time to drop on our faces 
before the next. 
When we dropped one 
of our A company boys, O. W . Riffel. 
was shot through both thighs. 
He was 
carried off the field at once, in the midst 
of the fire, and his wounds dressed. He 
will be able to join us again soon. 
We lay there with a perfect hail of 
bullets clipping the grass over our heads, 
and firing back volley after volley over 
the top of the hill for what seemed like 
eternity until the fire of the enemy 
snddenly ceased. 
Then we formed aud 
advanced around the left to find the 
Spaniards gone and the Second and 
Third battalions just entering the town 
from the South. Old Glory was quickly 
raised over the town hall, and we pre­ 
oared to rest in the plaza. 
But the 
ballets began losing among us again, 
and we had to get behind the fountains 
and buildings for an expected attack. 
It was only the enemy firing into the 
towns from the hills, however, and 
when our dynamite guns came up soou 
afterward they put two or three shots 
into them, killing two men, two horses, 
wounding several, and driving them 
panic stricken into the mountains. One 
Spaniard was killed by our men aa we 
entered the town. 
I forgot to tell you that F company 
has been transformed into a dynamite 
battery and has five guns. 
Each shoots 
a 88 inch shell containing four pounds 
of gelatine, one-half pound gnu cotton 
and some fulminate of mercury. 
They 
have to this time been of great service 
on two occasions, and will continue to 
be. Their destructive power is fright­ 
ful, throwing the Spaniards into the 
wildest disorder. 
Since A company had borne the brunt 
of the battle we were allowed to remain 


the Spanish cathedral and 
slept in 
peace. The result of the fight was three 
wounded, none serious, for the Fourth, 
and three killed aud several wounded 
for the Spaniards. 
Saturday we splent wandering about 
the quaint old town. 
I went back over 
the battle field and hunted up my bag­ 
gage, which I had thrown away early 
in the fight. The country from Gnayama 
to Arroya was strewn with baggage. 
Lightening our load and the way we 
kept close to the ground was all that 
prevented many a poor fellow losing his 
life. 
As we were about to turn in Saturday 
night orders came for A company to re­ 
lieve C company, guarding a bridge a 
mile or two north of town. 
We went 
out and part were at once pht on guard, 
while the rest of us slept on our arms in 
the road. 
Nothing exciting happened 
daring 
the 
night, 
although 
there 
was a good bit of firing. In the morn­ 
ing we found two dead horses which 
oar men had shot, mistaking" them for 
Spaniards. 
Sunday was spent in peace although 
we were quite sure the enemy were not 
more than three miles up the road and 
where they could watch our move­ 
ments. 
Early yesterday morning, after some 
of the men had been on guard the 
greater part of two nights, and with a 
light breakfast, A and C Companies fell 
in in light marching order, without ra­ 
tions, to escort Colonel Coit on a recon­ 
noitering tour up the road for the pur­ 
pose of locating the enemy 
We left 
about 8 o’clock, and followed the road 
up the valley with abont BO of A Com­ 
pany and 30 of C. 
When we arrived at 
the turn in the road afterward occu­ 
pied by the dynamiters, we got our 
first sight of the enemies’ lookouts, 
about 1200 yards distant, but we kept 
on nevertheless. 
A little farther on we 
called in our flankers, and advanced 
boldly up the road in a slightly extended 
order. Except for half a dozen look­ 
outs we could see nothing of the enemy, 
and advanced without hindrance until 
we had passed a culvert near a stone 
hoose. 
Here we halted while the col­ 
onel and his officers went into the house 
to make observations. 
A Company was standing on each 
side of the road, north and south, and 
O was on the other side of the culvert, 
when, without 
warning, about 
200 
Spaniards let loose with a terrific volley 
from their entrenchments. 
I can’t de­ 
scribe what followed. 
Only one man 
was hit, a C Company man shot in the 
shoulder, the ball coming out of his 
neck. 
The wound was not mortal. 
Every one, of course, dropped at the 
first fire, and I tell you I rooted my 
face in the mud for the next five min­ 
utes while the Spaniards emptied their 
Mansers into us 
C Company’s captain here lost his 
head, and gave the order to retreat, but 
some one yelled, “Don’t leave the col* 
onel.” and abont 80 of us stayed while 
the rest went around the curve pell 
mell. 
The Spaniards had the range 
perfectly, and the only reason some one 
wasn’t killed was because we all laid so 
flat. 
After an eternity of time the colonel 
and officers came running down the 
road, all unharmed. 
At the first cul­ 
vert we paused, while the men, one at a 
time, dashed through that storm of bul­ 
lets around the carve, and threw them­ 
selves in the getter at the side of the 
road. 
After It is all over it seems 
ridiculous the way we ran those curves. 
I made the run aU right, and threw 
myself exhausted in the gutter 
Just 
as I raised myself on my elbow to see if 
it was time to make another dash, a 
bullet passed my face so close my hair 
stood on end. 
It went through the 
wrist of the man lying behind me. and 
through the left hip of the next man. 
I 
will acknowledge that, although I did 
not lose my head, I was scared green, tis 
was everyone else. 
We helped the 
wounded men down to the next culvert 
where the colonel wanted to hunt op 
the rest of the men and make some sort 
of a fight. 
Bat there was no possible 
oover, so we could do nothing more but 
run the gantlet around the next carve. 
The woanded coaid walk, so we man­ 
aged to get around in safety. 
At the 
next culvert the ravine was deep enough 
to afford us shelter for a part of the way 
up over a hill to the right, along the 
crest of the hill, and we returned the 
fire until word came that seven com­ 
panies of the regiment and the dyna­ 
miters were coming to our assistance. 
As soon as they arrived and returned 
the fire we could see those cowardly 
devils run like sheep out of their en­ 
trenchments. 
I don’t believe the Span­ 
iards got a wound. 
Oar ambulances took to the hospital 
three of 0 Company’s men shot in the 
shoulder, arm and leg ; three A Com­ 


pany men, one shot, one a braised knee 
and one with both 
ankles sprained. 
When we got back to the bridge the 
other companies had prepared supper 
for us, and we ate like wolves. The next 
morning I could hardly move, but I am 
limbered up again and am all right now. 
Aug. ll.- I was interrupted in my 
letter being ordered on outpost duty. It 
is very trying for the nerves, bot I saw 
no Spaniards and did not get a shot at 
them. 
We have moved camp 200 feet 
up the road to a big shed and have com­ 
fortable quarters. We have heard heavy 
firing in the mountains ahead for two 
nights, and rumor says General Wilson 
is up there taking a town. 
We don’t 
want to do all the fighting, but onr boys 
would like to be over there. 
There are minors of peace which I 
sincerely hope are true if they will first 
give us a whack at the fellows who ran 
last Monday.
